LEAVE THEM ALONE. 


On Saturday one hundred bright red bar- 


rels eon.taiu.ing water were set out along the 
mountain boulevards as a part of the dry's 
first line of defense against forest fires. On 
Sunday automobilists from the Eastbay nnd 
elsewhere chugged up the grades, found their 
radiators needed replenishing, and look that 
water. 


Doubtless each motorist thought he was the 


only one that was acting in a selfish nnd 
thoughtless way and that his little needs were 
insignificant in the face of supply. Neverthe- 
less, in a single day there were enough of those 
who put self above the interests of the com- 


j muiiiiy that tlie barrels were emptied. 
The 


fire department had to carry more water into 
ihe hill's nnd a considerable expense 
was 


involved. 


This is a plain recital of facts that do not 


reflect with credit upon those involved. At 
this season the fire menace is present and that 
supply of water is needed. Quite properly the 
Eastbay cities have appropriated money for 
barrels, for wagons to fill them, and for sacks, 
tools and patrol systems. It is inconceivable 
that this work should be set at naught by the 
very citizens who are afforded protection by 
the equipment which has been set in place. 


The city has an answer to the water steal- 


ers besides a warrant and jail. Today the bar- 
rels are filled with salt water and every motor- 
ist who fills his radiator will discover that it is 
a costly experiment. If there is anyone in the 
Eastbay small or mean enough to steal the 
sacks he will be put in jail, where doubtless he
